In our last issue we referred to a rumor 
that His Excellency Governor Douglas, had 
made an appropriation of $2000 from the pub- 
lic revenue ‘for the erection of Episcopalian 
Churches ‘af Douglas and Lillooet. At the 
time we penhed that paragraph jwe entertain- 
ed a hope that the report was without foun- 
dation ; indeed we could scareely imagine the 
Governor cayjable of perpetrating such an 
egregious blagder.

Now, that he is putting 
his hand into the Colonial chest, arid giving 
liberally of the people's: money to build ap his 
favor'te Chareli, we cannot possibly mistake 
our duty tre shall wage wneompromising and un- 
ceasing war against sucha gross misappropriation ¢ f 
the public frends. 

Governor Douglas has made many mistakes, 
and enforced many high-handed.and oppres- 
sive -meandates, during his brief administra- 
tion ; but this last act is cértainly the worst 
and least expected of them all, And while 
we deeply kegret its occurrence, we still hope’ 
that this great’ wroug may, in some way, be
